C.), are bean-shaped lumps of native 
Lydian gold, blenched with silver 
Each coin brers on Its obverse the 
figure of s lion and en Its reverse the 
Impress ef the nall-lired serving to 
keep the metal in place, while being 
•truck. From Lydia the one-sided coin 
spread throughout the coasts and Is 
lauds ef the Aegren sea, each city Is 
suing coins bearing the symbol of It* 
divinity. In Greece the earliest coins 
of sliver, with the figure of the tor­ 
toise on the obverse, are said to have 
been struck by Plteidon of Argos. To 
Solon, about 500 B. C„ Is ascribed the 
Introduction Into Athens of the tetra 
drachm, <m Its obverse the head et 
Athene, on its reverse an owl. Hparta 
enjoyed ail to itself the luxury of a 
purely iron coinage. The Greek coins 
from 480 to 500 B. C. marked a greet 
advancement In the way of art. and 
Aotheuian money was the chief medi­ 
um of exchange during this period. 
Other nations later adopted tlieir own 
coinage, which has continued to Im­
